Washington — President Hoover's 


message to congress is an epoch- 
making document. 
Called to the 


presidency because he possessed 'an 
economic mind, Mr. Hoover has giv- 
en the country his first formula for 
the solution of the agricultural diffi- 
culties of the nation. And his ini- 
tial appeal is that this question, 
long-buffeted about in legislative con- 
troversy, shall-be transferred "from 
.the field of politics to the realm of 
economics." 


Mr. Hoover's suggestions do not 


constitute an exact program. They 
are. rather a set of principles. 
But 


they are. nevertheless, specific 
in 


their limitations and, anybody famil 
iar with the dozens 
of proposals 


that have been-advanced in the last 
few years for,farm relief can tell 
exactly what Mr. Hoover-means to 
include and exclude. 


For one- thing there Is a sharp 


divergence between his message and 
the text of the new bill completed by 
the house committee on agriculture. 
Mr. Hoover would clothe the new 
federal farm board wtih broad pow- 
ers to find a remedy and apply it 
but he would not handicap it by di- 
recting that it engage, for instance, 
in the.advancing oC money to "con- 
trol" market prices. 


TALKS LIKE BANKER 


Mr. Hoover employes the language 


of the conservative banker 'when he 
outlines the principles that:- should, 
guide the h'cw-boarid In" advancing 
money olit of the- half, billion dollar 
revolving fund. He'-says that only 
"prudent^ advances," shall- be made 
and then only to farmer-owned and 
controlled organizations "for 
the 


purchase and orderly marketing of 
surpluses occasioned by climate vari- 
ations or by harvest congestion." 
There is no mention made of pur- 
chases made in speculative transac- 
tions or to correct a. declining world 
market due to conditions over which 
nobody in" the United States could 
have any control.

Madison —OP)— Investigation of 


charges that "black top" road ma- 
terial manufacturers have influenced 
Gov. Walter J. Kohler; Senator W. 
S. Goodiand, Racine, and others In 
the Racine Senator's highway com- 
mission reorganization bill will be 
made by a. senate committee. 
The 


action came Thursday by unanimous 
vote after Senator Goodiand intro- 
duced a resolution asking the hear- 
ing.

beings were described at the annual 
meeting of the American Philosoph- 
ical society Thursday by Dr. Oscar 
Riddle of Carnegie Institution, Cold 
Spring Harbor, X. Y. 


Changes forecast are increased 


stature at will, types of men special- 
ly resistant to disease, 
men with 


"overtowering intellect" and a "new 
and mellow tint to every outlook up- 
on life." 


Expected to control size is the 


hormone of the pituitary gland, an 
organ common to men and animals. 
After describing how feeding it 
to 


salamanders and rats nearly doubles 
their size, Dr. Riddle said: 


"In.these cases every large stature 


is a gift within the power of the ex- 
perimentalist who Is learning the use 
and special power of a specific hor- 
mone even while this substance is 
obtainable only 
in a very crude 


form. But this internal secretion Is 
of much significance, since active 
and ablo attempts are now being 
made to Isolate it In pure form; and 
because, when that is accomplished, 
this product will unquestionably and 
immediately be used to increase the 
'growth of human beings. The med- 
ical profession will doubtless use it 
first to bless the diminutive among 
us: but there is much reason to ex- 
pect that with this agent the phy-

way out of the situation except 
through suspension of tho constitu- 
tion and dissolution of parliament. 
They declare it will bo utterly im- 
possible to find u government to 
work under existing legislative con- 
ditions and that only an Iron hand 
can save the situation.

of money for months jtul e\en years 
at a time without rcalumg any re- 
turns on the investment. 


Declaring that he could not see 


the point of the resolution. Alderman 
George Richard reminded the coun- 
cil that the boaid of public works 
assesses the benefits and damasi".- 
for sewers and water mams, and 
that until such assessments arc made 
the cost of the improvements is 
not known. He also pointed out that 
in the great majority of cases, tho 
assessments arc paid during the tax 
period following the year the work 
is completed, and that the city con- 
sequently docs not have its money 
tied up for a very lonjr period. 


Alderman K. F. McGillan was just 


as vehement in his denunciation of 
the plan. 


"Not oiily would such a procedure 


be an injustice to the people, but 
it would be heaping insult on in- 
jury." he said. "Especially would it 
be working a hardship against the 
poorer class of people."

Everyone is, of course, aware 
that lake levels run in cycles.- That is, 
they seem to-go down ovtfr a period of 
years and then ;;o up againv. During 
the last two years there has been a 
gradual elevation of the level. The win- 
ter just closed has been a period of un- 
usual precipitation. 
Deep snows fell 


everywhere in the Great-lakes region 
and in the most of its basin area. The 
melting of this snow was accompanied 
by heavy rains in many localities, with 
flood conditions in numerous sections. 
This has resulted in a temporary rais- 
ing of lake levels to a high point. 


The lake states will not, however, 


agree with Chicago that tins condition 
is pertinent to the issue created by the 
drainage canal's diversion- of Ava'ter.

It is during that' extended 
period when the levels subside and 
reach a low stage that the taking of 
Avater from Lake. ^Michigan by Chicago 
has serious consequences.

gulf waterway principally as a ruse to 
justify excessive diversion.

Kabbit fever or tularemia has been 


recognized in animals for set-era! 
years, but only recently many cases 
have been reported in man. The 
disease is quite serious in 
man. 


Among 50 reported cases there were 
20 that terminated fatally. 


Only wild rabbits lui\ e tularemia 


—tame rabbits and Dcl^ian haiies do 
not have it. Other animals may have 
the disease, notably Tats and squir- 
rels. In a few instances the infec- 
tion has been conveyed to man by 
tho bite of A cat, dog or hog that 
had probably oaten an infected lab- 
bit,-rat or squirrel.

1899, at the instigation of 
local clubwomen working In conjunc- 
tion with some of the city's socially- 
minded lawyers. 


Today every state but one lias a 


sands of persons 
doing probation 


work. 


Two generations 
ago the state 


was a tyrant towards wayward chil- 
dren. Classed 
as criminals, they 


wero put In jails with hardened cases 
and the chances 
were small that 


they would emerge unscathed. 


Today, through the success of the 


probation system, 
the state has a 


concerned-mother 
attitude towards 


children that fall into the toils of 
the law, considering each boy or girl 
delinquent separately, humanely, sci-* 
cntlflcally. 
, 


Women have had much to do with 


the growth 
of the 
juvenile court 


system, though Judge Ben Lindsey 
deserves tremendous credit for sell- 
ing the idea to America, especially 
through his famous lecture, "The 
Trials of Mickey." 


Of the 3.702 
probation 
officers 


spending their entire time on juven- 
ile delinquent work, 1.1G7 are wo- 
men. 


Women have seen to It that juven- 


ile court judges have been chosen 
for their special qualifications, such 
as an understanding of social prob- 
lems, an understanding of boys and 
girls, a trained 
and 
sympathetic 


knowledge 
of child 
psychology. 


Many juvenile court judges are wo- 
men, notably Judge ilary Bartholme 
and Judge Kelley. 


And women 
have been interested 


In keeping up 
high standards for 


probation officers 
who work with 


juvenile court judges. These proba- 
tion officers now are selected from 
experienced social case workers who 
have tact, resourcefulness and sym- 
pathy necessary to handle children. 


Xastly. women probaton 
workers 


and the intelligent club women who 
support their work have insisted on 
detention homes ot house children 
who used to be thrown into jail, to 
carry the stigma through life. 


Both married and unmarried wo- 


men are finding satisfactory careers 
in probation 
work now. Today it 


demands a high/ intelligence and spe- 
cial training to qualify. Not only is 
a college or social workers' educa- 
te asked, but often training In psy- 
chiatry which increases the proba- 
tion workers' diagnosing powers tre- 
mendously. 


The whole atmosphere in the best 


juvenile courts 
in America now is 


one of understanding towards chil- 
dren whortl the spirit of adventure 


u> leu usua>. It is impossible to es- 


timate the. thousands of youngsters 
who have been salvaged for a useful 
life in their community by the state's 
friendly, helpful attitude Instead of 
its considering them impossible crim- 
inals.

Ffeifer wishes to interest adults and 
children to the need of taking dras- 
tic action in insuring Wisconsin's 
future natural beauty. 


Packets containing 50 seeds 
of 


" larch, arborvltae, white and Scotch 
pine and varieties of spruce trees 
•will Tje given, with planting 
and 


cultivation directions. 
Dr. Pfeifer 


believes that the children will enjoy 
planting the small seeds, watching 
them appear through dark soil with 
a promise of becoming a part of the 
natural beauty of this community. 


The local physician has watched, 


•with others, the timber disappearing, 
leaVing sandy or rocky 
hillsides 


which, never will be of agricultural 
value. He has taken into account 
th>6 high cost of lumber, 
knowing 


that in less than a quarter century 
pine forests will have disappeared 
and-" that lumber will be prohibitive 
in -price. 
He considers the impor- 


tance of the fact that children of 
tomorrow, unless reforestation bo- 
comes a reality, will miss the charm 
of cool wooded valleys and. hillside.

"Trees and streams naturally de-

STUDY PHOSPHATE 
MINERALS FOR STOCK 


Experiments Are Conducted 


in Animal Husbandry De- 
partment at U. W. 


Madison — Xow light may bo 


shed on tire use of rock phosphate 
as a source of minerals for live- 
stock, as a result of an experiment 
now being conducted in the divisions 
of animal husbandry and agricul- 
tural chemistry at tho University oL 


It is well known that an excess of 


raw phosphate will prove injurious 
to breeding animals. csjKcially dis- 
turbing normal production. 


Investigations 
in Michigan indi- 


cate that the fluorine content of 
rock phosphate is largely responsi- 
ble for the'ill effects. In the Michi- 
gan tests, a quantity of fluorine, 
equivalent to the amount found in 
phosphate. \\as fed to cattle, and 
they developf-d soft teeth, 
\\hich 


•were particularly sensitive to cold 
water.

enced trouble in chewing their food. 


At the Wisconsin institution, the

This 
latter though is a protection for 
credit Institutions, now in business 
or likely to be, which may be willing 
to advance funds to the farmer on

It 
Is one way of keeping the govern- 
ment from competing with private 
business. . 


OPPOSE HOUSE BULL 


The idea that no governmental 


agency should engage in price-fixing 
runs counter to the declaration of 
policy in the house bill that the fed- 
eral farm board shall "control" the 
marketing of surpluses and it is 
here that definition of powers will 
be made, probably in the senate. 


Not only does Mr. Hoover point 


out that no plan should be adopted 
•which encourages 
over-production 


but he insist that aid shall be given 
only to recognized cooperative organ- 
izations, which brings up the old 
problem of how to deal with those 
who stay out of the cooperative as- 
sociations. Presumably the federal 
farm board would be empowered to 
devise a method of making member- 
ship in the cooperative attractive. 


The president hopes the foundation 


•will be laid for "a new day in agri- 
culture and it unquestionably will 
be that if the Hoover principles are 
embodied info law. Even if the terms 
of the new legislation are general, 
the determination of Mr. Hoover Is 
expressed in a single, significant sen 
tence: "\Ve must make a start."

LIMITS TARIFF 


With respect to the tariff, the 


president has also limited the scope 
of legislation that he would approve. 
The test of revision, he says is "in 
the main whether there has been a 
substantial slackening of activity in 
an industry during the past 
few 


years and a consequent decrease of 
employment due to insurmountable 
competition in the products of an 
industry." But even this is to be 
considered only by taking into ac- 
count "the broad interests of 
the 


country as a -whole and such Inter- 
ests include our trade relations with 
other 
countries." 
The 
Hoover 


philosophy is expressed in this sen- 
tence: "It is obviously unwise pro- 
tection which sacrifices a greater 
amount of employment in exports 
to gain a less amount of employ- 
ment from imports. 


The message is, on the whole, a 


continuation 
of 
tho 
cons°rvntive 


doctrine which has been the funda- 
mental policy of tho republican ad- 
ministrations, but it recognizes the 
need for experiment and revision in 
both tho tariff and agricultural cre- 
dit laws in tho light ot new factors 
and new world conditions.
